SUPERTWTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood,  N.  H. : 

In  submitting  to  you  my  second  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  our  schools,  I  would  like  to  give  you,  first,  some 
idea  of  the  concerns  of  our  last  school  year,  which  ended 
June  30,  1921 ;  then  I  would  like  to  comment  briefly  on 
the  half  school  year  just  ending. 

Tables  I,  II,  III  and  IV  hereto  appended  give  much 
statistical  material,  better  stated  in  that  form  than  in  any 
other,  which  should  be  of  interest  to  every  parent  and  tax- 
payer of  the  district.  Three  of  our  schools  were  fortu- 
nate enough  to  have  the  continuous  services  of  their 
teachers  throughout  last  year.  Only  one  change  in  the 
staff,  and  that  caused  by  serious  illness,  was  necessary, 
whereas  we  were  obliged  to  have  six  different  teachers  on 
our  pay-rolls  for  some  part  of  the  previous  year.  The  sta- 
bility furnished  by  this  steady  corps  obviously  brought 
great  advantages  to  the  schools.  In  three  schools,  at  least, 
there  was  gratifying  progress  made  in  the  establishment 
of  good  discipline,  the  formation  of  better  habits  of  work. 
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the  development  of  good  school  spirit,  and  the  enlistment 
of  parental  co-operation  in  regularity  of  attendance  on 
school.  Failure  to  make  as  good  progress  along  these 
lines  in  the  fourth  school  was  not  due  to  change  of  teach- 
ers. For  the  most  part,  more  faithful  service  than  we 
received  could  not  be  asked  of  teachers.  They  drilled  well 
on  lessons,  required  pupils  to  be  orderly,  and  inspired  them 
with  good  ideals.  Almost  without  exception  the  pupils 
they  sent  to  higher  schools  have  done  good  work — one  has 
done  superior  work.  In  May,  1921,  you  asked  three  of 
them  to  return  to  our  service — a  testimonial  to  your  appre- 
ciation of  their  good  work. 

Attendance  and  punctuality  in  most  of  the  schools  last 
year  was  not  so  good  as  it  should  have  been,  and  hard  work 
was  comparatively  unknown  to  some  pupils  in  all  of  the 
schools;  this  in  spite  of  personal  effort  with  pupils  and 
solicitation  of  parents  by  both  teacher  and  superintendent. 
Even  so,  there  was  a  gain  in  those  matters  over  the  year 
before  (see  Tables  I  and  II).  It  is  true  that  few  pupils 
can  be  kept  away  from  thoroughly  interesting  schools  and 
it  is  true  that  pupils  voluntarily  exert  good  efforts  in  the 
ideal  school,  but  even  while  we  strive  for  the  ideal  which 
we  have  set  up,  complete  co-operation  of  all  our  parents 
with  our  teachers  in  securing  good  attendance  and  faithful 
work  is  much  to  be  desired. 

During  the  half  year  just  ending  we  have  had  most  de- 
voted service  from  old  and  new  teachers  alike.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1921,  I  called  all  the  teachers  together  and  out- 
lined to  them  what  we  hoped  to  accomplish  along  three 
different  lines;,  namely,  thorough  work  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic,  excellent  results  in  care  of  pupils^'  health 
and  sanitation  of  school  buildings,  and  the  creation  in  the 
pupils  of  a  love  for  school  and  good  work.  A  series  of 
standardized  tests  now  nearly  fimished  shows  a  fairly  cred- 
itable half  year's  progress  in  the  fundamental  subjects 
mentioned  above,  with  the  prospect  that  these  tests  re- 
peated at  the  end  of  the  year  will  show  comparatively  few 
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pupils  not  up  to  the  standard.  The  improvement  in  hand- 
writing, spelling  and  reading  is  excellent,  and  a  series  of 
practice  exercises  in  the  fundamental  processes  of  arith- 
metic, just  installed,  will  bring  desired  results  in  that 
subject.  The  buildings  have  been  kept  cleaner,  better 
lighted  and  ventilated  than  at  any  time  in  the  past  two 
years;  more  physical  defects  reported  by  our  competent 
school  physician  have  been  jemedied  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  we  have  on  the  whole  a  happier  and  busier  lot 
of  pupils.  The  repairs  recommended  last  March  have 
aided  the  teachers  in  their  work  and  added  to  the  comfort 
of  the  pupils. 

I  recommend  for  your  consideration,  as  matters  which 
will  help  to  make  better  schools,  an  overhauling  of  sani- 
tary arrangements  at  the  South  Road  School,  an  investi- 
gation of  the  foundations  and  the  painting  of  the  interior 
of  the  building  at  the  same  school,  and  a  plan  for  more 
light  in  the  Crowley's  Falls  S'chool.  During  that  part 
of  the  year  when  leaves  are  on  the  trees,  the  J^orth  Road 
schoolroom  is  too  dark.  Could  we  do  away  with  one  or 
two  trees  there  ? 

Maps,  adequate  for  the  present,  have  been  provided  in 
all  the  schools  from  the  fund  appropriated  last  March,  and 
a  considerable  part  of  the  appropriation  is  still  unex- 
pended. It  can  be  well  used  for  the  purchase  of  maps  of 
Europe  a  little  later. 

For  many  expressions  of  interest  in  our  schools,  and 
for  numerous  instances  of  co-operation  by  school  officers, 
teachers  and  parents,  I  hereby  make  public  expression  of 
my  thanks.
